BULK STORAG E - Any fuel storage tank other than the fuel supply
tanks of your motor vehicles or unlicensed equipment.

It is recommended that you
have a spare set of decals in case a decal is accidentally de-
stroyed.

FLEET - One or more qualified motor vehicles you will operate
under this license.

HIGHWAY MOTOR VEHICLE - Any motor vehicle that is propelled
by its own motor and is designed to carry a load over public
highways.

IFTA - International Fuel Tax Agreement
IRP - International Registration Plan

JURISDICTION - A state of the United States, the District of
Columbia, or a province or territory of Canada.

QUALIFIED MOTOR VEHICLE - Motor vehicles with a gross
vehicle weight over 26,000 Ibs or having three or more axles.
Recreational vehicles such as motorhomes or pickups with
campers are not qualified motor vehicles.
